Square  type  homes  are  always  popular, 
they  give  the  greatest  value  for  every  dollar  invested. 

Notice  the  large  Living  Room,  with  the  half  open  stairway,  the  Den  off  the  Dining  Room — the 
upstairs  permits  three  exceptionally  large  bed  rooms  and  bath. 

There  is  also  a  large  attic  in  which  you  could  add  a  fine  Billard  room. 

This  is  a  type  of  home  that  is  always  admired,  and  has  always  a  ready  market. 
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An  inexpensive  home,  still  complete  in  all  detail.  If  one  bed  room  on  the  first  floor  is  sufficient — 
this  will  make  a  cozy,  desirable  home. 

The  size  is  26  by  36  feet — with  a  full  size  attic  in  which  you  could  add  two  extra  bed  rooms. 
Study  the  floor  plan,  it  contains  all  you  could  desire,  and  should  be  attractive  in  price. 

Should  you  want  to  speculate — this  home  would  be  a  money  maker.
